HAIR ON THE POTOMAC 
Hair, “the American tribal-love rock musical,” opened 
off-Broadway in 1967, moved uptown the following year 
and then spread across the country and the world. It has 
played in such capitals as London, Paris, Stockholm, 
Tokyo and Belgrade -- but never, until now, in the capital 
of the United States. That oversight will be corrected 
when Hair begins a 10-week run at Washington’s National 
Theater on Friday, March 12. It already has set a theater 
record for advance sales. 
Hair’s universal appeal is not to be explained by its 
score or its famous (but bnef and dimly lighted) nude 
scene. “The point about Hair,” Tom Prideaux noted in 
Life (April 17, 1970), “is that it is a new kind of 
entertainment, a sort of do-it-yourself youth ritual, 
complete with altar, an um of sacred fire, and a large 
selection of rock hymns and litanies that can be used and 


modified to suit the needs of local religioners.” In the 
Belgrade production, for example, the draft-card-burning 
scene 
was dropped because most young Yugoslavs 
actually want to be conscripted. Another secret of Hair’s 
success is that the cast, whether in Copenhagen or 
Sydney, usually is recruited locally. 
Some people have found Hair’s charm resistible. A 
Salvation Army commander stopped the Paris show by 
protesting through 
a portable loudspeaker. Eleanor 
Schlafly, of St. Louis, asserted on the Man ion Forum 
broadcast of Feb. 21 that the musical was “a total, 
vicious assault on religion in general and on the Catholic 
Church in particular.” And Stanley Green complained in 
the Saturday Review (Aug. 29, 1970) that the message of 
Hair was “basically self-destructive.” 
These are minority views in the Age of Aquarius, the 
astrological sign denoting joy, freedom and brotherhood. 
Hair will open in Washington under the sign of Pisces,

The right of journalists to protect confidential sources 
of information is a shadowy area in the law. A minority 
of 
states 
actually 
grant 
statutory 
protection 
to 
newspapermen 
who decline 
to 
disclose sources of 
information to legislative bodies or the courts. And a 
tacit agreement to avoid confrontations keeps other 
authorities from demanding that journalists divulge their 
sources under oath. 
But the fundamental maxim is that the public is 
entitled to every man’s evidence. When cases assume 
enough urgency, the public through its courts demand 
disclosure. A recent example was that of Mark Knops, 
editor of an underground newspaper, who was jailed for 
refusing to answer questions in a grand jury inquiry into 
violence on the University of Wisconsin campus. 
In 
upholding 
his 
conviction 
for contempt, the 
Wisconsin Supreme Court said the public’s “overriding 
need to know” what Knops might be able to disclose 
outweighed his right as a journalist to conceal his 
sources. In another case, the U.S. Supreme Court has 
temporarily blocked the appearance of a Louisville 
Courier Journal reporter before a grand jury which 
demands he testify in connection with stories he wrote 
aliout marijuana use. 
V proposed Newsmen’s Privilege Act of 1971 was 
introduced in the House on Feb. 10 with 30 sponsors. It 
would permit newsmen to keep confidential sources of 
information except where disclosure is necessary to 
nrotect 
human life or to prevent espionage or foreign 


aggression against the Unite States. Editor & Publisher 
notes (Feb. 13) that a similar bill failed to pass the 91st 
Congress.

CONSUMERS AND CONGRESS 
At the closing of the 91st Congress, Virginia Knauer, 
President Nixon’s consumer advisor, complained that 
“Congress has a way of turning a deaf ear" on consumers. 
Yet the new 92nd Congress already is showing great 
interest in consumer protection, and is expected to pass 
legislation stronger than the President wants in the 
coming months. Several bills have Ihhmi introduced in the 
House that 
would establish an independent federal 
agency with wide-ranging powers to represent consumers 
before other agencies and in federal court suits. The 
Senate passed such a bill last session ami is expected to 
do so again - when and if one of the House measures is 
approved. The prospects are good because the measure 
has strong bipartisan support and the special Nicking of 
Democratic leaders.

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In Defense of Women 


by H.L. Mencken 


D IS P A R A T E UNIO N S 
This brings us to a fact frequently noted by students of the 
subject: that first-rate men, when they marry at all, tend to marry 
noticeably inferior wives. The causes of the phenomenon, so often 
discussed and so seldom illuminated, should be plain by now. The 
first-rate man, by postponing marriage as long as possible, often 
approaches it in the end with his facultles crippled by senility, and, 
is thus op«*n to the advances of women whose attractions are 
wholly meretricious, e. g., empty flappers, scheming widows, and 
trained nurses with a highly developed professional technic of 
sympathy. If he marries at all, indeed, he must commonly marry 
badly, for women of genuine merit are no longer interested in him; 
what was once a lodestar is now no more than a smoking smudge. 
It is this circumstance that accounts for the low calibre of a good 
many first-rate men’s sons, and gives a certain support to the 
common notion that they are always third-raters. Those sons 
inherit from their mothers as well as from their fathers, and the 
bad strain is often sufficient to obscure and nullify the good strain. 
Mediocrity, as every Mendelian knows, is a dominant character, 
and extraordinary ability is a recessive 
character. In a marriage 
between an able man and a commonplace woman, the chances that 
any given child will resemble the mother are, roughly speaking, 
three to one. 
The fact suggests the thought that nature is secretly against th«1 
superman, and seeks to prevent his birth. We have, indeed, no 
ground for assuming that the continued progress visualized by man 
is in actual accord with the great flow of the elemental forces. 
Devolution is quite as natural as evolution, and may he just as 
pleasing, or evolution, and may be just as pleasing, or even a good 
deal more pleasing, to God. If the average man is made in G od’s 
image, then 
a man such as Beethoven or Aristotle is plainly 
superior to God, and so God may be jealous of him, and eager to see 
his superiority perish with his !>odily frame. All animal breeders 
know how difficult it is to maintain a fine strain. The universe 
stH'tns to be in a conspiracy to encourage the endless reproduction 
of peasants and Socialists, but a subtle and mysterious opposition 
stands eternally against the reproduction of philosophers. 
Per corollary, it is notorious that women of merit frequently 
marry second-rate men, and bear them children, thus aiding in the 
war upon progress. One is often astonished to discover that the 
wife of some sordid and prosaic manufacturer or hanker or 
professional man is a woman of quick intelligence and genuine 
charm, with intellectual interests so far above his comprehension 
that he is scarcely so much as aware of them. Again, there are the 
leading feminists, women artists and other such captains of the sex; 
their husbands are almost always inferior men, and sometimes 
downright fools. But not paupers! Not incompetents in a man’s 
world! Not bad husbands! What we here encounter, of course, is 
no more than a fresh proof of the sagacity of women. The first-rate 
woman is a realist. She sees clearly that, in a world dominated by 
second-rate men, the special capacities of the second rate man are 
esteemed above all other capacities and given the highest rewards, 
and she endeavours to got her share of those rewards, by marrying 
a second -rate man at the top of his class. The first-rate man is an 
admirable 
creature; 
Ins 
qualities 
are 
appreciated 
by 
every 
intelligent woman; as I have just said, it may bo reasonably argued 
that lu* is actually superior to God. But his attractions, after a 
certain point, do not run in proportion to his deserts; beyond that 
he ceases to be a good husband. Hence the pursuit of him is chiefly 
maintained, not by women who are his peers, hut by women who 
are Ins inferiors. 
Here we unearth another factor: the fascination of what is 
strange, the charm of the unlike, heliogabalisme. As Shakespeare 
has put it, there must be some mystery in love 
and there can he 
no mystery between intellectual equals. 1 daresay that many a 
woman marries an inferior man, not primarily because he is a good 
provider (though it is impossible to imagine her overlooking this), 
but because his very inferiority interests her, makes her want to 
remedy it and mother him. Egoism is in the impulse: it is pleasant 
to have a feeling of superiority, and to be assured that it can be 
maintained. If now, that feeling he mingled with sexual curiosity 
and 
economic 
self-interest, 
it 
obviously 
supplies 
sufficient 
m o t i v a t i o n to account for so natural and banal a thing as a 
marriage. Perhaps the greatest of all these factors is the mere 
disparity, the naked strangeness. A woman could not love a man, 
as the phrase is, who wore skirts and pencilled his eyebrows, and 
by the same token she would probably find it difficult to love a 
man who matched perfectly her own sharpness «if mind. What sh«* 
most esteems in marriage, on the psychic plane, is th«1 chance it 
offers for th«1 exercise of that carressmg irony which I have already 
described. Sh«’ likes t«> observe that her man is a fool 
dear, 
perhaps, hut non the less damned. Her so-called l«>ve for him, even 
at its highes, is always somewhat pitying and patronizing.

That oversight will be corrected 
when Hair begins a 10-week run at Washington’s National 
Theater on Friday, March 12. It already has set a theater 
record for advance sales. 
Hair’s universal appeal is not to be explained by its 
score or its famous (but brief and dimly lighted) nude 
scene. “The point about Hair,” Tom Prideaux noted in 
Life (April 17, 1970), “is that it is a new kind of 
entertainment, a sort of do-it-yourself youth ritual, 
complete with altar, an um of sacred fire, and a large 
selection of rock hymns and litanies that can be used and 


modified to suit the needs of local religioners.” In the 
Belgrade production, for example, the draft-card-buming 
scene 
was dropped because most young Yugoslavs 
actually want to be conscripted. Another secret of Hair’s 
success is that the cast, whether in Copenhagen or 
Sydney, usually is recruited locally. 
Some people have found Hair’s charm resistible. A 
.Salvation Army commander stopped the Paris show by 
protesting through 
a portable loudspeaker. Eleanor 
Schlafly, of St. Louis, asserted on the Manion Forum 
broadcast of Feb. 21 that the musical was “a total, 
vicious assault on religion in general and on the Catholic 
Church in particular.” And Stanley Green complained in 
the Saturday Review (Aug. 29, 1970) that the message of 
Hair was “ basically self-destructive.” 
These are minority views in the Age of Aquarius, the 
astrological sign denoting joy, freedom and brotherhood. 
Hair will open in Washington under the sign of Pisces, 
characterized 
by

disillusionment. 
Sometimes it seems that it is always Pisces time on the 
Potomac.

’ The right of journalists to protect confidential sources 
of information is a shadowy area in the law. A minority 
of

But the fundamental maxim is that the public is 
entitled to every man’s evidence. When cases assume 
enough urgency, the public through its courts demand 
disclosure. A recent example was that of Mark Knops, 
editor of an underground newspaper, who was jailed for 
refusing to answer questions in a grand jury inquiry into 
violence on the University of Wisconsin campus.

This brings us to a fact frequ«'ntly not«*d by students o f th«1 
subject: that first-rate men, wh«*n th«*y m arry at all, tend to m arry 
noticeably inferior wiv«*s. T h e causes o f the phenom enon, so often 
discussed and so s«*ldom illum inated, should be plain by now. 'ITie 
first-rate man, by postponing m arriage as king as possible, often 
approaches it in the end w ith his faculties crippled by sen ility, a n d , 
is thus open to tin* advances o f wom en whose attractions are 
w h o lly m eretricious, e. g., em pty flappers, schem ing w idow s, and 
trained nurses w ith a highly developed pm fessional technic of 
sym pathy. If he marries at all, indeed, lie must co m m on ly m arry 
hadly, for wom en o f genuine m erit are no longer interested in him ; 
w hat was once a lodestar is now nt) mor«* than a sm oking smudge. 
It is this circum stance that accounts for the low calibre o f a good 
m any first-rate m en ’s sons, and gives a certain support to the 
com m on notion that they are alw ays third-raters. Those sons 
inh«*rit from their m others ,is w«*ll as from their fathers, and the 
had strain is often sufficient to obscure and n u llify the good strain. 
M ed io crity, as every Nlendelian knows, is u dom inant character, 
and extraordinary ability is a recessive 
character.

She sees clearly that, in a w orld dom inated by 
second-rate m en, the special capacities of the second-rate man are 
esteemed nlx»ve all other capacities and given the highest rewards, 
and sin* endeavours to get her share o f those rewards, by m arrying 
a second -rate m an at the top of Ins class. T he first-rate man is an 
adm irable 
creature; 
Ins 
qualities 
are 
appreciated 
by 
every 
intelligent w om an, as 1 have just said, it m ay in* reasonably argued 
that he is actually superior t«> G od. But his attractions, after a 
certain point, do not run in p rop ortion to his deserts; beyond that 
in* ceases to be a good husband. H ence the pursuit o f him is ch iefly 
m aintained, not by w om en w ho are his p«*ers, but by women who 
are his inferiors. 
Here we unearth another factor: the fascination o f what is 
strange, th«* charm of the unlike, heliogabalism e. As Shakesp**aie 
has put it, there must h«> some m ystery in love 
and there can be 
no m ystery between intellectual equals. I daresay that m any a 
w om an marries an inferior m an, iw*t prim arily because he is a good 
provider (though it is im possible to im agine her overlooking this), 
hut because his v«*ry in ferio rity mter«*sts h«*r, makes her want t«> 
rem edy it ami m other him. Egoism is in the im pulse: it is pleasant 
to have a feeling of superiority, and to be assured that it can he 
m aintained. If now , ttint feeling he m ingled w ith sexual curiosity 
and 
econom ic 
self interest, 
it 
obviously 
supplies 
sufficient 
m otivation to account 
for so natural and banal a thing as a 
marriage 
I’erhaps the greatest o f all these factors is the mere 
disparity, th«* naked strangeness. A w om an could not love a man, 
as the phrase is, w ho w ore skirts and pencilled his eyebrow s, and 
by the same tok«>n she w ould probably find it d iffic u lt to love a 
m an w ho m atched perfectly her ow n sharpness o f m ind. W hat she 
most esteeniN in marriage, on the psychic plane, is the chance it 
offers for tin* exercise of that carressing irony w hich 1 have already 
dt'scribod. Sh«> likes to observe that her man is a fool 
dear, 
perhaps, hut non tin* less dam ned. Her so-called love for him , even 
at its highes, is alw ays som ewhat pitying and patronizing.

Tornadoes can strike at any time of year, as demonstrated by the deadly twisters that tore through the Mississippi 
Delta in February, but peak months are April through June, a period during which the National Weather Service 
maintains a nationwide alert system, SKYWARN. No area is completely immune, but most of the whirling winds 
occur between the Rockies and the Appalachians according to an intensity pattern centered on Oklahoma. A tornado 
frequently travels from southwest to northeast, cutting a path of maximum destruction one-eighth mile wide and 
five miles long. Winds can exceed 250 miles an hour. In recent years, the tornado toll in the United States has varied 
from a low of 461, with 31 deaths, in 1963 to a high of 912, with 116 deaths, in 1967
